“TREAT ’EM ROUGH”’ :

Bolshevism is trying to substitute the 
red flag for the American flag. It is onr 
duty to keep our colors clean. Think of the 
thousands of our bunkies who died in 
France for that flag. Ts it not due them 
that the Bolshevist parasites be shaken 
from the folds of the Star Spangled Ban- 
ner? 

Ninety per cent of the Bolshevists in 
Ameriea are*forcigners. The other ten per 
cent are native traitors to the United 
States and its ideals.

Organized labor is 
not pitted against capite i 
co-operate with capital so that the em- 
ployer and the employee get a square 
deal. A member of a labor union is a 
worker and a producer; his efforts are for 
his country and home. 

Do not confuse the Industrial Workers 
of the World with organized labor. Did 
you ever see aw “TI. W. W.”? who worked 
with anything but his mouth and an oe- 
casional bomb? The ‘I. W. W.’? are the 
chief exponents of Bolshevism. 

Do not forget that while you were fight- 
ing ‘Over There’? or training ‘Over 
Here”’ these Bolshevisfs were fighting you 
and were trying to undermine your gov- 
ernment in order to impede the prosecu- 
tion of the war. 

There are thousands of pro-Germans in 
the United States. Since the armistice was 
signed we have more or less forgotten 
them; but, remember, their hearts are stil, 
the same—they hate the United States 
and will do everyhing in their power to 
injure this country. T hey have joined the 
ake of the Bolshevists—it is their 
portunity. .

Another remedy aelyanced is to d-port 
them, but this necess rity t clions 
end almost impossible task. The ring 
leaders, if they are atiens, can be taken 


care of in this manner, but how about the 
thousands who have taken out their citiz- 
enship papers? Some of them will have to 
be jailed and the rest educated. The gov- 
ernment will do the jailing. We will have 
to help with the educating. 

Taken altogether it is a nasty mess, but 
the sooner we roll up our sleeves and get 
busy the better it will be for us, and the 
sooner will the country resume its normal 
status. 

Bolshevists are not only those who stand 
on soap boxes waving red flags and 
spreading sedition—that kind are really 
not so dangerous because they work in the 
open and the government ean take care 
of them; they can be jailed or deported. 
It is the Bolshevist who mixes with you, 
sympathizes with you in your trouble, who 
poses as your friend and then, under this 
guise of friendship, sows seeds of discon- 
tent in your heart. He asks you why your 
troubles should exist and tells you that 
you are being unjustly treated by your 
government, that capital is persceuting 
you—that if the masses took the law in 
their own hands every man would have an 
equal share of the blessings of the land. 

When everything seems black and the 
seeds of his propaganda will, unless vou 
use the strong will-power, take root in fer- 
tile soil.
